FORMER MINER. 

This lad was a coal miner eight 
months back. The Americans start- 
ed the second attack at 5 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. They reached the 
objectives a varying number of kilo- 
meters eastward and were consoll- 
dating positions when the Boche 
shock troops hit them about noon. 
Then started the battle that is still 
going. Against one American unit 
two German shock divisions were 
huried. Against another the 
Prussian Guards came. The Ger- 
mans had machine guns mounted on 
wheeis and had rolied them to the 
eGge of the woods. These guns shot 
explosive bullets, which is the latest 
piece of kultur the Boche has in- 
vented. One story is told by all our 
wounded I talked with, and that is 
the great number of machine guns 
the Germans have.

UNIQUE PROCESSION. 

Never was such a procession. let 
me Say, too, never such a dust. 
Brown doughboy uniforms look all 
the same. On the side road run a 
ravaged field of wheat. Here shell 
Strikes a tree and throws the erst- 
while follage across the procession. 
It is cleared away in a jiffy while 
the raucous horn of a French gen-| 
eral’s car outdoes the screeching 
shells. Back behind it all our guns 
Keep roaring, the earth seeming to 
shake as some big piece sends a 
message. 

The trees all run in rows and the 
carpet beneath is marred by no un- 
derbrush.

Our ambulances always reach the 
wounded quickly and right here put 
down a word of praise for our am- 
bulance drivers who all day ran 
time after time into the jaws of 
death on their errands of mercy. 
Some laid down their lives as calm- 
ly and as willingly asthe doughboys 
with heated rifie speaking in heat of 
the battle. Say a word, also, for 
the ammunition train drivers who 
took trucks up the road with shells 
popping right and left. Remember 
our boys who stuck at their posts 


close to the firing line, many of 
the famed surgeons who %2were 
serving their country for the love of 


it. Keep in mind a world-renowned 
surgeon lying now at the potnt of 
death with a wound through the 
chest because he insisted in stick- 
ing where most needed. The com- 
muniques tell nothing of what these 
men do, but they make it possible

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
July 21.—The correspondent spent 
the afternoon and evening today in 
the region of Villers-Cotterets For- 
est, on the heels of Gen. Mangin's 
victorious army. 

The cover from which burst the 

thunderbolts of two days ago upon 
the unsuspecting Boches was like an 
ent heap in a busy movement of 
multifarious activity. 
', I will try to give an idea of the 
scene by a narrative of the impres- 
sion made by Franco-American 
troops moving up to the battlefield 
—an impression gathered from my 
own experience and from talks with 
many soldiers of both nations. The 
sum total represents a day's march 
to modern battle. 

Imagine you form part of the 
united army, just ordered into line. 
After a long night trip of broken, 
jolted sleep on the straw-déovered 
floor of a cattle truck, you detrain 
at a tiny depot of which you know 
nothing save that it is “somewhere 
in France.” 


COFFEE—IF LUCKY. 


If you are lucky there is coffee in 
the station canteen. More likely 
you munch a biscuit or sandwich 
and get a drink of water’from your 
own bottle. In the misty twilight 
that precedes the French dawn you 
Pile yourself and your equipment 
into a big square camion whose can- 
vas cover is camouflaged with 
patches of green and brown. Hun- 
dreds of scores of four comrades 
sleep, some waking now and then 
to curse as a bigger bump than usual 
disturbs thtm. 

About 8 o'clock there may be a 
halt for field kitchens to get a hur- 
ried, but substantial breakfast of 
cocoa, stew, bread or even just 
coffee and bread, if you have been 
brought up to French dejeuner. 
After that the journey is a continual 
nightmare of dust and heat. So 
dense are the clouds that you can 
hardly distinguish more than one 
or two of the idgng lines of camions 
in front of you. 

HUMAN FREIGHT. 

You jog along at some five miles 
an hour until noon, wher there is 
another halt for dinner and per- 
haps half an hour's rest in a dusty 
meadow by the roadside. The after- 
noon is one of more dust and worse 
heat. 

You think you have reached the 
acme of discomfort, but you are 
mistaken, for about 4 o'clock the 
camion enters a road that runs like 
marrow canyon through.a fc rest, 
dark and dense as an African jungle. 
The heat by now is stifling and the 
dust almost impenetrable. 

Through it you see dimly ambu- 
lances flit past or camions rumbling 
ponderously like your own, some 
empty, otliers bearing the wounded, 
motionless in sleep, on stretchers ar- 
ranged crosswise. There are high- 
powered staff cars also, and weary, 
plodding infantry or cavalry trottin 
on sweating horses. 

A line of prisoners passes, mea- 
ger and dejected, and mule teams 
whose steeds and drivers alone seem 
to have energy enough to show bad 
temper towards everyone. Now ani 
then at a crossroads there is a tie- 
up, quickly disentangled by a curt 
Frenchman, who does not gesture, 
as One expects Frenchmen to do, or 
by a big Irishman, whose instruc- 
tione are snapped in vivid Anglo- 


Saxon. 
NEAR BIG GUNS. 


Suddenly you are startied——or not, 
according to the degree of your ex- 
perience—by a terrific burst of 
sound, seemingly right above your 
head. The first shock passes and 
you realize it is simply a big gun 
addressing the boche ten miles away, 
and not an air, bomb or a German 
shell, as for a moment you ‘magined. 

At last you reach the outskirts 
of the jungle and leap giadly down 
from the camion for the evening 
meal. The rest of the trip will 
likely be afoot unless the unit is 
urgently needed in the firing line, 
and for hours more you trudge 
along. 

It eis cooler now and dustiess. 
Someone starts a chorus and you 
go forward more cheerfully. All 
the while the roar of guns grows 
louder, but you don't worry =, 
The boche is needing all his guns 
to meet our advance, someone has 
said. and, better still, you have 
heard that little gas is being used 
in this open warfare fighting. 

INTO ACTION. 


You pass the night in a little 
wood and this time you sleep sound- 
ly, untroubled by the incessant can- 
nonade. If the unit is to “go in” 
immediately you will be awakened 
while it is still dark for a hurried 
meal before assembly for the final 
march fo battle positions. You feel 
more cheerful after eating, as you 
swing forward in the cool twilight, 
and your very nervousness is mixed 
with a strange thrill of exhiliration. 

You know you will do your ut- 
most, and your comrades beside you 
likewise. The rest is in the hands 
of the god of battles.

America is now the main reservoir 
of Allied man power and America 
must provide the effective numeri- 
cal superiority to the Germans, 


whether it be this year, next year 
or the year after. The sooner the 
Americans get to the front in over- 
whelming numbers the sooner the 
war will be ended to the satisfaction 
of the United States and its allies. 


AHEAD OF SCHEDULE. 


The Allied plan has called for de- 
fensive warfare this year and a grand 
offensive next year. The fiasco of the 
fifth German drive, however, 
the success of the Franco-American 
counter-offensive on a small scale, 
have suggested that it may be pos- 
sible to launch the grand counter-of- 
fensive this year. 

If the Supreme War Council con- 
celves a successful counter-drive 
feasible this year there will be a de- 
mand for the maintenance and 
probably an increase of the rate of 
transportation of American troops 
to France. On account of Secretary 
of War Baker's delay in increasing 
the number of draft men it is doubt- 
ful that the United States could 
meet such demands without empty- 
ing the training camps in this coun- 
try and, being unable toe fill them 
for some time, except with married 
men and others in the deferred clas- 
sifications. 

FOOD NEEDS EASIER. 


Three-fourths of the American 
army in France has meterialized 
since the British and French be- 
gan transporting, arming and main- 
taining the Yankees brigaded with 
Allied troops. This acceleration of 
American troop shipment, which Se- 
gan in April, was scheduled to con- 
tinue until the end of July, when 
it was anticipated that It would be 
necessary to withdraw some of the 
transports to replenish Allied food 
supplies. Because of impruved food 
and shipping conditions, however, it 
does not appear likely now that it 
will be necessary to withdraw any 
large proportion of transports. 

American troops have been going 
forward recently at the rate of 160,- 
000 a week. If the Supreme War 
Council! decides to continue, if not to 
increase, this rate, troops soon will 
be leaving the training camps in 
much greater fRumbers than draft- 
ees are entering. At the present 
rate of movement it is estimated 
that class one of the draft would be 
exhausted in September. The fig- 
ures of the number of men remain- 
ing.in class one are:

Fallacy of Non-Resistance Seen by Many 


at Camp. 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


AMP KEARNY, July 21.—Con- 
scientious objectors who have 
been made a part of the Sun- 
shine Division have started to test 
the fallacy of their own reasoning 
regarding fighting. Through a pe- 
euliar combination of circumstances 
they are working out a psychological 
condition in solving the question 
whether a man should fight or not 
when he is attacked. They are tak- 
ing boxing lessons under a skilled 
boxer, who holds, with clear-headed 
reasoning, that the manly art of 
self-defense is not fighting, 
merely living up to ali that natu-e 
intended. Incidentally, it ie held 
that in boxing, as In warfare, the 
best defense often is an offense. 
Much to the surprise of the army 
authorities, three objectors volun- 
teered, when called upon to learn 
the rudiments of boxing under the 
direction of George V. Biake, the 
boxing instructor, and Johnny Stan- 
ton, division champion in the heavy- 
weight class. These men have al- 
ready been formed in a class and 
have learned that the best way to 
avoid a fight is to be prevared for

jectors will be taught boxing in or- 
der that they maygthus become fine 
physical specimens of manhood and 
able to avoid fighting by being pre- 
pared to put up a scrap. 

STORY AGAIN. 


Practically every Sammy who has 
been here more than two months 
has had sufficient training in boxing 
or jiu jitsu to take care of a half- 
dozen squareheads. Most of the ob- 
jectors now here came in the recent 
California draft and among the 
number, about thirty, are four who 
refuse to accept military service of 
any sort, combatant or the inon- 
fighting kind.

EXAMINING CHILDREN. 


CONSERVATION. OF LIFE 
OBJECT OF NATIONAD 
CAMPAIGN, \

The clinics which are being estab- 
lished in the various high and in- 


-|termediate schools for the purpose 


of weighing and examining a!! chil- 
dren under 6 years of age, will be 
formally opened tomrorow morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. Thereafter they 
will be opened on Tuesdays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays from $ to 11 a.m., 
until the work is completed. A 
corps of workers under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. H. T. Wright of the 
City Council of Defensé are making 
a house to house canvass for the 
purpose of itmpressfng the mothers 
with the importance of bringing the 
children to the clinic for examina- 
tion. This applies to all children 
rich and poor, the object being to 
ret authentic data in regard to every 
child under 6 years of age, which 
date te to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington at the government's request. 
The vast number of drafted men 
who have been exempted for physi- 
cal reasons, has mp doubt proven a 
strong factor in determining the gov- 
ernment to fnaugurate this campaign 
in order that any physical defect in 
the child may be remedied at an 
early age. 
Massachtisettes has already com- 
pleted its drive and forwarded its 
data to the government, while Min- 
neapolis in its drive succeeded in 
registering 23,000 children In that 
city alone. The Board of Health 
statistics show that there were 559 
deaths last vear of children under 5 
vears of age, so this drive should be 
considered of the greatest import- 
ance in child conservation, as well 
as affording the mother an oppor- 
tunity to have the advice of expert 
‘nurses and physicians. Mothers are 
particularly urged not to bring to 
the clinics children suffering with 
whooping cough or any other con- 
tagious disease. If such children 
are brought to the clinic they wil, 
not be admitted. Each clinic will 
be in charge of competent nurses 


‘and doctors who are giving their 
| services voluntary to this war work.

BISBEE (Ariz.) July 20.—It has 
been figured accuratély that the 
larger mines of Arizona will profit 
Practically not at all by the lift of 
copper prices from 23% to 26 cents. 
Here is the way the added 2% cents 
will go: he railroads, under the 
rate increase effective June 25, take 
11-4 cents of it; the eastern refin- 
eries will get a half-cent, and express 
dissatisfaction with that; the wage 
advance represents % of a cent. 
These items absorb the raise, and 
there still must come the added State 
and national taxes on the higher 
gross income, leaving the producer 
possibly a bit worse off than he was 
before the advance.

HE NORTHERN NEUTRALS. 

Much has been published as to the 
injury done by the war to the Scandinavian | 
neutral nations, and doubtless they have 
suffered greatly from the evils around them. 
Norway has witnessed the destruction of 
a large pfoportion of her mercantile ma- 
rine, a destruction carried out in the most 
inhumane manner with a total disregard of 
right and justice without the slightest re 
gard for either the letter or spirit of the 
law. Denmark has saved a larger propor 
tion of her merchant fléet by keeping many 
of her ships idle in pert, a course possible 
for her to follow, from the fact that she is 
more self-supporting than her northern 
neighbor. Sweden has stffered the least of 
the Scandinavian countries because she is 
the strongest in natural resources, as well 
as in population and military power, and 
x proportionately the smallest ocean ma- 

e. 

However, there is a side to the Scandi- 
navian situation which is somewhat bright- 
er than the news would indicate. Forced 
to depend upon themselves, these nations 
are discovering and developing home re 
sources heretofore neglected, In American 
consular reports published by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce there are set forth many 
examples of Scandinavian internal develop- 
ment. 

Sweden has taken advantage of the war to 
develop greatly her coal and iron deposits. 
During the war she has supplied Germany 
with some products she formerly imported 
from that country. Her forests have been 
utilized as never before. For the first time 
in her history Sweden is preparing to be- 
come a producer of oll, now that American 
supplies are largely cut off, by developing 
large déposits of oil-shale whose existence 
bas-long n knoWn but which have been 
entirely ndglected. To. urage the work, 
as well as to improve her defensive power, 
the government has contracted for a sup- 
ply of the fuel ofl thus produced for the 
use of the Swedish navy. Incidentally, we 
may add, that if Swedish oil is sufficiently 
developed before the end of the war, we 
may expect it to find its way—and at fat 
prices—into German hands. Development 
of Swedish water power, too, has been 
steadily pished since 1914, the work 
spurred on by the demand for and increas- 
ing difficulty of getting fuel. Shipbuilding, 
also, is going forward in Sweden. Among 
other things, a large company has been 
formed at Stockholm to build a large mo- 
torship fleet for after-war trade on a grand | 
scale. 

Deprived of most of the British and Ger- 
man coal formerly used, Norway has 
pushed the development of her vast sources 
of hydroelectric power. Electricization of 
all the state railways is planned and partly 
under way. Various mineral deposits are 
being developed as never before. The far- 
northern province of Finmark, located with- 
in the Arctic Circle, with Hammerfest as its 
seat of goverament, is receiving an atten- 
tion never before bestowed upon its _ re- 
sources, Extensive harbor improvements, 
costing about $1,000,000, are being pushed 
at Berlevaag, a leading fishing port on the 
Ice Sea. The operations of the German 
submarines in the Arctic have served fromm 
time to time to draw attention to the far- 
northern Norwegian coast where undersea 
craft are believed to have established hid- 
den bases and have violated, sometimes 
flagrantly, neutral waters and defied Nor.- 
wegian authority. Further south along the 
Atlantic shore of Norway harbor improve- 
ments are under way. To replace the Nor- 
wegian ships sunk at sea shipyards are 
working day and night and motor-driven 
ships are being constructed on a large 
scale. Wooden vessels with motor power 
will be built in large numbers for coast 
and Baltic trade.

terprise worthy of note. Away up in. 
the Arctic Ocean, far from the north- 
ernmost extremity of Norway, and 
beyond the warming influence of the 
Gulf Stream, in the region of \ six- 
menths days and nights, lies the (un- 
til recently) uninhabited island of 
Spitzbergen. A few years ago large 
bodies of coal were found there. 
Until then no nation had claimed the 
island, no national flag flew there, 
no courts asserted jurisdiction. Its 
location wag such that it might be 
held to belong naturally to either 
Russia or Norway. Norwegian cap- 
ital took up the development of the 
coal deposits, and without any op- 
position Norway annexed the island 
to the province of Finmark. In May, 
1916, the Store Spitzbergen Com- 
pany was formed at Christiania and 
took over the entire industry of the 
island. Its first annual report has 


just been rendered, and shows a net 


surplus of 1,000,000 crowns (about 
$268,000 at normal exchange,) and a 
dividend of 7 per cent, was paid on 
both common and preferred stock. 
Up to the close of 1917 the company 
had marketed 43,306 tons. of coal, 
consumed itself 3006 tons, and had 
8309 tons still above ground on the 
island. There werp 216 persons, in- 
cluding twenty t women and 
thirty children, ployees of the 
company and their families, who 
spent the winter of 1917-1918 on the 
island. — 


nmark’s shipyards are reported 
to actively preparing for oversea 
trade after the war. Her farmers 
have doubtless supplied much food 
to Germany. Though not very ex- 
tensive her manufactures have 
thrived, despite war handicaps. 
Danish colonies are a source of 
wealth. The sale of the Virgin 
Islands brought $25,000,000 to the 
national treasury, no inconsiderable 
profit im itself. Greenland has been 
drawn upon by Denmark for whale 
oil which ig reported to be coming 
again into use since the supply of 
American petroleum has been cut 
off by the war. Not only has whale 
oil been used as an illuminant but 
also as a fuel for motor fishing 
boats, thus reviving Greenland’s 
fisheries. A late report says thet 
the Danish authorities have com- 
menced a scientific study of Green- 
land’s resources in the hope of de 
véloping profitably the frozen north 
land. But the most surprising de- 
velopments have been in Iceland 
where Norwegian capita! has lately 
invested in internal development. 


In 1914 a company known as the 
“A. S Titan” was incorporated un- 
der Icelandic law but backed by. 
Norwegian capital to develop water 
power and industries on the island. 
During 1915, 1916 and 1917 engineer- 
ing investigations were carried on 
by the company, and now six power 
plants with a total of 697,000 horse 
power during the five months of lew 
water and of 1,114,000 during the 
remaining seven months of the year 
are planned... In connection with 
this work the com will build 
several railroads, the first on the 
island. 


Owing to the industrial activity 
on the island the report of the Bank 
of Iceland for 1917 shows‘ deposits 
at the close of the year of 18,424,000 
crowns, an increase since the end of 
1916 from 11,142,000 crowns. A 
dividend of 10 per cent., amounting 
to 300,000 crowns, was paid for the 
year as compared with § per cent. 
during 1916 and 4 and 5 during 
previous years. In 1914, just before 
the war and the year in which the 
Norwegian company took its first 
active steps for development, the 
bank’s deposits were but 4,770,000 
crowns, or less than 39 per cent. of 
what they were at the close of 
1917. 


IN LOVE WITH 
| BEAUTIFUL PARIS. 
Soldiers of All Nations Ready to 


Fight for Her, and the 
Why of It.

PARIS, July 4—Probably the 
greatest single factor for winning 
the war is -Paris. It is here that 
men gird their loins when they go 
forth to fight; here that they seek 
rest after the battle’s roar; and here 
that they often find inspiration to 
continue the struggle. Men from 
foreign lands quickly learn to love 
Paris, and to cherish her as some 
rare jewel. She is the one city in 
the world who can take the black 
man and the yellow man within her | 
gates and make him feel a certain 
equality, without receding from her 
own matchless dignity, or losing her 
individuality. Here in truth all men 
are free and equal. France in her 
love of freedom, both religious and 
political, is the incarnation of jus- 
tice, and Paris is the prism through 
which we see her in this light. 
J.ittle wonder that the clans have 
gathered from the far corners of the 
earth to fight for her. These black 
men and yellow men from the des- 
efts and steppes, fight not for democ- 
racy, for they know not the meaning 
of the word, but fight for Paris. 
Some of our own men who threw 
themselves so recklessly into the 
battle of the Marne said their one 
thought was to defend the city 
which they had learned to adore. 
“It drove me almost mad to think of 
anything of such rare beauty being 
defined by swine in human form,” 
' declared one American who had 
fought with conspicuous bravery. It 
was .the same sentiment surging 
through our men when they took up 
the lofty Verdun cry, “Thou shalt 


Soldiers wearing the red “four- 
ragere” of the Foreign Legion are 
frequently to be seen about the city. 
The Foreign Legion is one of the 
most picturesque units engaged in 
the conflict. Among it are men of 
nearly every nationality, volunteers 
in the cause of justice. A majority 
of those fighting under its standard 
are men of the daredevil type, and 
their exploits caused them to be 
given the award of the Legion of 
Honor. In its renks are wonderful 
riders from the steppes of Siberia, 
miners from the Klondike, trappers 
from~ Labrador, Americans of 
shades and complexions, vaqueros 
from the plains of South America 
and sable warriors from the Sahara. 
Americans enrolled in it joined be- 
fore the United States entered the 
war in their eagerness to get at the 

Another picturesque unit on the 
western front is a Polish army com- 


posed of men of that nationality 
| from the United States, England, 


their ancient conception of liberty 
and justice. The religious confirm- 
ation of thfs army in Paris was & 
most impressive ceremony. After 
the flag presented to it by the city 
of Paris had been kissed by the 
Polish colonel and the French gen- 
eral, the men raised their hands and 
took this oath in unison: “I swear 
before God, united in the Holy Trin- 
ity, fidelity to my country, one and 
indivisible. 1 swear I am ready to 
give my life for our holy cause and 
to defend my flag unto the last drop 
of my blood, to remain faithful to 
discipline and obedience to my 
chiefs: also by my whdle conduct to 
be loyal to the principle of honor. 
So be it.” 
Characteristically German is the 
enemy's method of acknowledging 
defeat. Whenever he falls in one of 
his offensives he immediately either 
shelis or bombs Paris. Invariably he 
gives this display of an evil temper. 
He reminds one of the boy who, after 
being pummeled, begs to be let up, 
and then, getting a safe distance, be- 
gins throwing rocks or making faces. 
Unable to beat the French army, the 
Ge vent their spite on women 


The appointment of Gen. Guillaw 
mat as Military Governor of Paris. 
and commander of the Paris armies 
was construed abroad in some quar- 
ters as indicating a probable inva- 
sion of this city. Rather, it was 
purely a precautionary measure, and 
not the result of an actual crisis. 
Germans also sought to make capital 
of the fact that many people were 
leaving the city about this time, 
whereas in reality it was little more 
than ,the usual summer exodus to 
the various seaside reserts. Per- 
sonally, I thought Paris wonderfully 
calm and self-contained with a mil- 
lion barbarians almost within strik- 
ing distance of her gates.

OLD KENTUCKY. ,

Astonishing in their crude and di- 
rect simplicity are many of the 
ancient laws of the world. In Ken- 
tucky the man who {is convicted of 
being a vagabond may be sold cn 
the auction block to the highest bid- 
der and one year of servitude may 
be exacted of him. 

This is precisely what happened to 
young Toby, in “One Dollar Bid,” 
the interesting photoplay running at 
the Kinema through the week. Toby 
was addicted to drink, and an exam- 
ple was to be made of him. He was 
bought by a young woman from the 
North, who didn't in the least knuw 
What to do with her remarkable pur- 
chase. However, as Toby fell in 
love with the girl, his regeneration 
Was the easiest and the most natural 
thing in the world. 

The pictures were filmed from a 
novel entitled “Toby,” by Credo 
Harris, and no doubt the plot is 
absolutely authentic, bizzarre as the 
situation is. The story has both 
charm and atmosphere. However, 
too much has been attempted, there 
are minor currents in the narrative 
Which were all right in the novel, 
but which impede the progress of 
the pictures and confuse the observ- 
er.. “One Dollar Bid” should have 
heen cut and cut, and cut ‘again. 


rAnd, though Toby was a gentleman,

It is said that Monroe Salisbury 
is not much enamored of the Wild 
West melodramas in which he has 
been starred as often and so suc- 
cessfully of late. No doubt he has 
his reasons, and no doubt he aspires 
to subtleties that the shotgun does 
not offer, but the great general 
publie likes him with gun and horse. 
and therefore the western plays will 
probably exploit his fine abilities as 
an actor some time longer. 

“Winner Takes All,” his latest. 
now at the Superba, is packed with 
thrilling adventures, and the plot 
deals out destruction and death to 
half the characters in the story. It. 
has to do with homesteaders and a 
heartless and murderous cattleman. 
One of the murders is the most 
pathetically tragic I ever saw in 
pictures—a charming young girl shot 
to death while driving her father’s 
cows home at twilight; and just aft- 
er she had cast a bunch of wild 
flowers afloat on a stream. She is 
found dead with her face in the 
stream, some of the flowers clasped 
in her hand. A moment before, we 
saw the murderer drinking from the 
same stream. The photography in 
“Winner Takes All” is full of pic- 
turesque scenes. 

Monroe Salisbury has the rele of 
Allan MacDonald, the heroic home- 
steader who saves the situation, and 
Alfred Allen is the scheming cattle- 
man. Sam De Grasse is the hired 
murderer, cold, cruel and merciless 
—a notable characterization. Allen's 
work is hardly less noteworthy, and, 
of course, Salisbury is admirable as 
MacDonald. 

The heroine is a girl from the 
East, sympathetically played by Hel- 
en Jerome Eddy, whose appearance 
as the Syrian woman in the mas- 
querade ball given by the cattlemen 
was full of charm and grace—no 
wonder Allen fell in love! 


“Believe Me, Xantippe.” 

A stage comedy, however uproari- 
ously successful, does not always 
transfer its fun to pictures. It may 
be a dismal and depressing failure. 
Such was “Seven Keys to Baldpate,” 
even though George M. Cohan him- 
self dangled the keys. But such 
is not “Believe Me, Xantippe,” shown 
at Clune’s Broadway this week. 

To be sure, “Believe Me, Xan- 
tippe,” has Wallace Reid as the 
bright pivot of its fun, and Waliie 
is always delightful in comedy.

As his picture has been spread 
broadcast, and as his favorite slang 
phrase, “Believe Me, Xantippe,” has 
been published with the picture, the 
wonder is, not that he was caught 
60 soon, but so late. His captor is 
the daughter of a Sheriff in Arizona, 
and she would have won the $5000 
reward had she not fallen in love 
with the handsome forger. Love al- 
ways hampers the hand of justice. 
Ann Little plays the Sheriff’s daugh- 
ter with her usual intelligence and

LOS ANGELES, July 20.—[{To 
the Editor of The Times:] The 
world demands conservation. Starv- 


ing millions demand food. And 
converting food into intoxicating 
liquer not conservation. Con- 


serve the grapes, the best of all the 
fruits: 

1. Before the grapes are fully 
ripe, make grape jelly—none better. 

2. When the grapes are fully 
ripe, make grape jam: and the 
world is our market. It.is a most 
wholesome food. 

3. Bottle the ripe grape juice 
and furnish a 5-cent bottle to take 
the place of soda pop and other 
more or less injurious soft drinks. 
Bottle it in large quantities for gen- 
eral use. Unfermented grape juice 
is blood food: while the fermented 
grape juice is a blood irritant and 
a mocker. 

4. Grape syrup with breakfast 
foods is delicious and healthful. 
Young people, in fact, most people, 
would be greatly benefitted by the 
free use of such food. 

5. Seeded grapes and raisins have 
a world market and are welcomed 
in every home. The demand is al- 
ways increasing. 

6. Ripe grapes have a home mar- 
ket and a world market wherever 
transportation permits. 

7. Considerable ripe grape juice 
can be used for vinegar. 

There need be no waste of grapes 
or destruction of vineyards. The 
converting. of grape juice into in- 
toxicating liquor is all waste and its 
victims are legion. 

The late discoveries in dehydra- 
tion, the removal of water from a 
body in which it occurs as an ele- 
ment, by the application of a per- 
fectly dry air blast, has opened out 
a new field for preservation of fruits, 
and its application to the grape in- 
dustry promises wonderful and prof- 
itable results. 

The world demands food and the 
grape industry will be greatly bene- 
fitted by making California bone
